Chicago. A few years ago his Uncle 
Henry had 
"gone broke" 
raising 


strawberries because he couldn'c sell 
them for enough to pay his expenses. 
While he was wondering about this, 
messages were coming to Washington 
from all railroads and soon word was 
flashed back to points in producing 
sections showing that a total of 40 
cars of strawberries were 
on 
the 


way to Chicago, and that compara- 
itvely few shipments were going to 
other important markets. 


"Forty cars will swamn the Chi- 


cago market 
tomorrow,"

The 
Bureau of 


Markets uses leased wires to gather 
this information and furnishes mar- 
ket news, including prices and sup- 
plies, to more than 50,000 individu- 
als in 32 states. The reports, which 
are issued simultaneously in many 
cities and in producing sections, cov- 
ered in 1917, 21 commodities, 
in- 


cluding 
strawberries, 
tomatoes, 


peaches, cantaloupes, onions, pota- 
toes, apples, 
grapes, 
watermelons 


and asparagus. Eeach report carries 
market information from most of the 
large cities as well as giving ship- 
ping point information. 


Farmers or others wishing to re- 


ceive any of these reports from field 
agents should apply to tlie Bureau 
of Markets, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C.

MAKE SWEET POTATO FLOUR. 


• Sweet potatoes, dried and ground 
into a flour in an ordinary kitchen 
coffee grinder, can be used in a varie- 
ty of ways in cooking. 
Specialists 


of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture believe that in many localities 
where sweet potatoes are abundant 
the making of sweet potato flour in 
the home may furnish a practical 
way to save the sweet potatoes from 
spoiling. 
The flour will keep "well 


in dry containers. 


To make the flour the potatoes 


should first be cut into small length- 
wise pieces and thoroughly dried. A 
small drier that fits on top of the 
oven or warming closet of a range 
or gas stove can be 
used. 
If 
an 


electric fan is availal le it will serve 
admirably. The nut knife of a meat 
grinder also can be used for this pur- 
pose. 
Flour made by such process 


can be kept for some time if put into 
a dry container, or the flour may be 
made from the dry potatoes as it is 
needed. A quart of the dry potatoes 
makes a cup of flour. 


The use of sweet potato flour in 


cake or bread making will material- 
ly reduce the amount of other flour 
used. 
The proportions may be half 


and half. When used in cakes the 
sugar could also be reduced a little.

thickening agent, having the

iv-'iuf. in this respect as corn starch. 
I Recipes for the use of sweet potato 
jliour have been tested and found to 
j bo pvrellent by food specialists of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture.

. mond meal, cleanse and beautify the 
! skin. They remove the roughness and 
soften the texture. 


Cheese cloth bags, about five or six 


inches square, are made and filled 
according to the following directions: 
One half pound ot 
oatmeal, 
four 


j ounces of powdered orris root, five 
ounces of prepared almond meal, and 
one fourth of a pound of olive oil 
soap, scraped or shaved. Two ounces 
of orris root to a pound of bran is 
sufficient for a simple combination. 
Another formula contains 
oatmeal, 


powdered orrisx root, almond 
meal 


and powdered castile soap. 


Not many women think of a bath 


as encouraging unstrung nerves, but 
there are a number of excellent baths 
for just this purpose. A simple one 
includes two ounres of tincture of 
camphor, one ounce of benzoin and 
four ounces of rectified spirits. Mix 
thoroughly, "pour into the bath stif- 
licient to make the water milky, and 
lave a slight fragrance.

returned, maimed and wounded from 
the front. 
Cr. Timberman told of the great 


work that is being done by the Red 
Cross, .the Y. M. C. A:, the Jewish 
Relief, the Knights of Columbus and 
other organizations for the comforts 
and safety of the fighting men of the 
allied nations. 
In this work, Dr. 


Timberman stated, every American 
wants to do his share. For the com-

forces, for the aid of the wounded
